Costumes Arc Colorful — 
•Strive For General Effect 
On Stage as Whole 

Modern sce.nery, of a type r.ircly 
seen on the Canadian stago will fea- 
ture the production of th« '"Ivory 
Door" by the Players' Club next 
week in the Moyse HaJI. A large 
committee has been industriously 
working during the last few weeks, 
attempting to construct tho settings 
in co'nformation with tho theories ad- 
vanced by the noted international de- 
signer, Mr.~Gordon Craig. , 

Dick Eve, when interviewed last 
night, stated that the trend of mod- 
ern settings, followed through tlie 
^'ast three production.*, will reach its 
apex in the.. "Ivory Door." He point- 
ed out that tho sets depended for 
their effect in tho lighting system 
which will be used, so that novel ef- 
fects, impossible by ijiero mechanical 
working of stage properties, will be 
brought out. 

The experimental nature of tlio set- 
tings prevents theatrical producers 
from creating them, because they fear 
the loss of Iheir patrons, according 
to Dick Eve. Tho Players' Club, in 
catering to hlghero tastes In general, 
is enabled to portray settings which 
the average theatre-goer Is unable to 
appreciate. . . , .' ' 
• The costumes, nearly ■ all finished 
make no iircteiif; of being lilstorlcally 
correct their tone Is medieval. These 
costumes were made so 'as to blend 
with the construction of the settings 
and are at onco colorful in them- 
selves, while still retaining the cap- 
ability of receiving new blends from 
the general effect of the lighting sys- 
tem. ,

rE chief stumbling-block in the way of 
holding^ti^^ Model Assembly of the 
League oflNa^ns at I^cGill this February 
for fieems to be the fear of the lack of 
interest of the student body in general. 
This fear is rather well justified too, for it 
•with the financial support which is asked 
is based on what has gone on in the past. 

Till now the club has been nomin.illy 
limited in membership, though as a matter 
of fact the only deterrent to any member 
of the student body joining the club has 
been the trouble of writing a letter to the 
isectctaiT. This has been enough, however 
to keep the membership well down under 
the twtaty'ftve which had been declared 
the maximum. The reason lies probably in 
the fact that moet of tiie membership of 
the dob were enthusiasts, and those who 
were tmif lukewarm were frightened out. 
Furthsnnore, several students, feeling a 
miki loterest in international affaire, 
nevertheless could not see their way to 
mcsxibershii^ in the club as it just added a 
few more pecuined hours to an already full 
scbedole. 

Doe to all these causes, the League of 
Nations Club can certainly not be said to 
'be one which has attracted general interest. 
All liie same, we feel, and certainly the 
'executive of the club feels that this is no 
indication of the fact that the Model 
Assembly would interest only a few. For 
all the people mentioned above, who had 
some interest in the club but could not 
quite bring themselves to lining up witlj^ 
it, are certainly interested enough to attend 
a Model Assembly which was put on well 
on a large scale. 

These apathetic ones have till now not 
shown their interest. Letters were called 
for in the Daily Correspondence columns, 
but the contributions received were all 
those of enthusiasts. At the Students' 
Society', meeting most of the opinions 
expressed were favorable, but several 
members rose with the old objection, that 
interest did not run high enough to justify 
:the expenditui'e. 

Tonight at' the first meeting of the 
year of the League of Nations Club, one 
of the main object.s will be to have such a 
succèssful meeting in all ways, the number 
attending being the most impoi-tant, that 
it can never be said again that there is no 
iïcneral interest in International affairs as 
discussed by the club. That this may be 
accomplished, it is ui-ged that everyone, 
even those only slightly interested, and 
particularly the men we have referred to 
already who have a general interest but 
are not enthusiasts, must attend.

llthara Limltad, Ottawa. $3.00. 

Tlila handbook ot Canadian lltcraluro containa 
eonaldarable biographical and bibliographlcal In- 
formation about Canadian writers and Canadian 
\«Tlltntra. Tho author confesses somo vueuouoss In 
hla definition of "Caiiadlan aulhor." Apparently 
r«aidenc« in Canada, however brief, oC a writer 
born «la«wh«ra, or abicnco front Canada, liowovor 
prolonced, ot a paraon born here alike qualify for 
admlaalon. But it Mrs. Jameson la to bo included, 
why not Captain Marryat on precisely tho eahio 
Krounda? He certainly Ilvod hero and made ubo of 
Canadian materlala. If Norman Duncan Is to bo 
admitted, why not Robert Barr, who epent quite 
tut much time In Canada, and A great deal more in 
the Brltisli Smpito? But one ahould not be queru- 
loua in aueh mattara. 

Doctor Rhodanlzer's treatment of hfa authora 
often seems to testify to his kindness of heart 
rathpr tlian hiii critical acumen. B<it one occaaton- 
any suspecta tha velvet Elove. For instance, the 
articles of a certain cs8.-iylst "have appeared not 
only in the best Canadian magazines, but alsci In 
the Christian Scianca Monitor and the American 
Marcury." And it is prophesied that "his future work 
In this form will surpass his present achievement, 
If not in quality, at least In quantity!" Dr. llliod- 
enizer Is to bo given credit for acknowledging that 
in fiction both writers and readers havo preferred 
to acntimentalizo and romanticize Canadian materi- 
als, and to shy off from anj'thlns approaching 
realism. His choice of Mr. Qrove for especial praise, 
though explicable on other grounds,, hns. sound 
critical basis. Grove is not afraid of reality. . . 

It Is aurpriaing how often wo have almost pro- 
duced a Keats. "Main's poetry has a sensuousncss 
reminiscent of Keats." Then there is tho "Keats- 
life rivldnesa" In Miss 'Crawford's poetry. Robert's 
early poems are "after the manner of Ke.ats." And, 
of course, as everybody kno«'«, Lampman i.s tlie 
Canadian Keats. Dr. Rhodenizer also discovers ii 
number of near Shelleys. 

Is It not going pretty far to hold that "Jlali- 
burton's Sam Slick and the Squire seem to have 
suggested Sam Weller and Pickwick?" Or thtU 
James De Millc's "novels, of Rome in the time of 
tho early Clu'istlan.s may have insiilrod Ben Hur 
and Que Vadiaî"- There were earlier voya.Tws on 
all these seas. 



THE MAGIC PEN 
OF THOMAS MANN 



"MARIO AND THE MAGICIAN" by THOMAS 
MANN. Martin Seeker, London. 147pp.

It is not the Mann of the "Magic Mountain" 
that we perceive in this little novelette. There is 
none of the usual metaphysical speculations about 

space and time or excursions Into tlie psychology 
of the tubercular. The style Is that of. his 
"fauteuil' short stories; intimate, somewhat 
humorous and always interesting. 

There is actually no plot to the storj'. It 
centres around a performance given by an Itinerant 
magician in a small Italian summer resort. The 
figure of the magician, a déformer individual with 
the powers of hypnotism hy wliich he almost 
terrorizes his audience, is drawn with the precision 
and l.iold stroke ot a master. 'J'owards the end of 
the strange performance, when the hypnotist at 
tlie iieak of emotional disturbance and having .'i 
ttrong hold upon lii.s audience, rails Mario, llie 
young waitei', to the stage, tiie tension of tin; .story 
increases steadily. AVe are at once liorrifled and 
relieved when Mtyio, either willingly or under 
hypnotic compulsion, «boots the msgician. 

The story seems so simple arid fortuitously 
strung together, that ono is tempted to regard it 
as a trifle wlilch any wi'iter could produce, in his 
spare liuie. Hut thi.s i.s only surfucc judsiiioiil. U 
needed all the jjowor and ai'tltiii(; ahiliiy that nejit 
into the making oC "The UuildenbrooU.s' and uf 
"Death of Venice' to create the iliuaioii of ease 
and simplicity. ; ,

With this is.sue "Tlio McGllll.'id" costs aside all 
suggestions of mere exporlmentallsni and emerges 
as a finished product^ It is a.magazino far above 
tho average collego publication, a magazine with 
a definite and pleasing tone of sophistication, a 
high standard of material, no longer suggestive of 
Uic tentative or the amateur, polished, selective 
and possessing for the first time a definite senso 
of unity of content. 

The outstanding feature, to my mind, is A. M. 
Klein's short etory "Tho Parliament of Fowles." 
What Klein lacks In the way ot a sense of narrative 
construction is amply compensated for by tho rich- 
ness of his poetical proac. In fact I feel that "The 
Parliament of Fowles" v.ould ho more effective In 
verse, "p crimson arras dropping down the sky, 
O target of the west, O torch of fire that fulmin- 
ates thin lightning In the brain, alemblo of tiio 
day, curfew ot birds, precursor of tho moonlight 
tryat, O heart bursting Into tho starry song of 
night." Tliat, certainly, Is more a}iln to pooti-y thiin 
to prose. In tho orlclnal versloil Klein lind "por- 
piUratee small arson In tlie brain" which .sccnia to

This 
plants is siiiialcil in Caiticrvillc, and 
In equipped to handle Jobs of any 
size, 

Mr. A. Taylor, represcallns: th« 
company, f.pol;o to the stuilriils in tlio 
Architoctiial loctm-c room, and point- 
ed out to them the relation between 
the architect and tho slono contrac- 
tor. He took, as an example, the 
building that tho Bank o£ Montreal 
is putlins- up in OtI.awa, and for 
TThlch his company is at present cut- 
ting stone, llo first showed tho stu- 
dents the drawines that tho .■u-chlt«cts 
Messrs. Barrot and Blackadcr had 
prepared, and then tlie drawings the 
Ftono drauphtsmen had wade from 
them. Ho poinlcd out that every 
stone in tho tiuildins: is piven .a type 
number, and that each type is de- 
tailed 6ep.tratc3.v. 

Every Stone Marked 

Tho students then set out tor the 
plant, and upon arriving there, were 
taken into tho outer office, where 
they were shown shop drawings of 
the Elone indicated In the setting 
drawings previously seen. Mr. R. 
Qulnl.an, "nho is in charge of this 
department o£ tho company, pointed 
out that a drawing of each face of 
th« building is kept, and that as the 
stone for any {portion was finished, 
it vra£ indicated on the blueprints in 
white, rurthcr, as tho stone Was 
ehiljpcd, it was similarly marked in 
red over the previous white marking. 
View Cutting Room 

Folowing this, the students were 
conducted into the cutting room, 
where tho actual processes were 
viewed. They first saw men finish 
Ing tho stones, putting the special 
surfaces on, doing necessary carving, 
and tho jobs in general not done by 
the machines. 

Some of the work was finished, and 
was waiting to be shipped, so that 
the students were able to see the fl 
nal product of tho shop. The Bank 
of Montreal in Ottawa is being built 
~ on an -unusual scale, so that the 
Klones are proportionately larger than 
is: genes3.11y found. This was proved 
by two panels of large size, intended 
as caps for the pilasters. 

Use Costly Saws 

The bund saws that cut the rough 
("tones attracted the attention of the 
students. A ganj; of tliese ' Ut through 
the ordinary limestone at the rate of 
eight inches per Itour. slicing a num- 
ber of pieces of any thickness, and 
about five feet high, simultaneously. 
Hard stones demand a Bpccial type 
of rotary saw. These liave a diamet- 
er of about 116 inches, and each tooth 
has a diamond embedded in it. Such 
/çaws can cut the stone at a rate of 
eight inches a niiuul'?, but the tcctli 
last only eii months, after v.hich thc\ 
. must be replaced, and tliis oL ihc 
price of four thousand dollars a set. 

In detailing the building, the ar- 
i.'liltect always gives the cbntractor r 
full sise detail of the various mould- 
ings. Tliose tho contractor topics 
in rinc plates, and In order to cut it 
in the stone, traces the profile on tiie 
end. A carver starts tho moulding 
for about an inch, after whicli tlie 
Btone is put into a planing machine, 
where, by means of blades and car- 
borundum wheels, the desired shape' 
is produced. 

Makes Own Tools 

The company :nakes many of its 
own tools, and specializing tlie 
workmen, are able to iput out a. large 
quantity of work annually. Tb<- 
plant is planned to take the "best ad-' 
vantage of natural daylight, and is 
further situated far from any other 
buildings. 

Thts tour is one o£ a series con- 
ducted by Mr. I'hilip 'J. Turner, In- 
^^ubtbr in building construction, in 
?!îwaw -to glvo tho students a chance 
to HOC the practical end ot architec- 
ture.

Milling of Flour 
Seen by Juniors 



Commerce '32 Shown Re- 
search and Shipping Dept. 

The SI. Lawrence Flour SUlls were 
visited by Commerce Juniors Tues 
day and proved to bo tho high light 
in the Indtistrlal course. Tho trip was 
conducted by rrofe.ssor A'oillarri and 
took place at 2.30 p.m. The student s 
were shown the whole process of 
tho preparation of the wheat, the 
various stages in its milling and sift- 
flour production, commencing with 
ing, and finally ending with tho in 
spectlon of the testing and research 
laboratory. 

Cleaning Proccis Viewed 

Numbers 1 and grades Northern 
wheat arc used in tliis mill and : 
whole section of tho building is de 
voted to the prepartion ot the grain 
for thO' milling. This section has 
much the same aroma as a barn con 
tiUnlng hay. There is a continuous 
rumble as the hard grain slides over 
wood. All iron matter, ■ which even 
includes watches and filings, is re 
moved by magnets; and the grain Is 
carried to a place where it is heated 
lo 60 degrees and water is added. 
The grain is then left for fifteen 
hours. 

Deseribct Stagei in Milltng 

An .lutomatio scale weighs out five 
bushel portions of grain, and at the 
s,anio time counts the bushels fed 
into the mill. Once in the mill, the 
wheat is ground in vlbr,^ting bins 
which remove the husk, and sift the 
part used for flour into various sizes. 
This is done through silk and wire 
screens according to tho flnoness re- 
quired. From there, the different 
grades are allowed to fall info the 
mills proper which are graded Into 
different "middlings'. No. 1 middling 
up to no. 8 are coar.";c and produce 
tho best flour: each middling be 
ing made by a separate mill wllfli 
smooth and corrigated rollers. As the 
flour is taken out at each middling, 
no. 10 is practically all bran, good 
only for feed. No. 1 middling, flour 
Ih'îrcforc has only been through tho 
mill once, and from this the best 
grade Kegal f1our«can be made. 

From the mills the flour, is carried 
up to the top of tlic building where 
it is dumped into bins. Underneath 
the Tjlns arc workmen who with the 
aid of ' machines, put the flour Intu 
sack.T fn]- export and home use. The 
pxprriniciital ■department te.«ts the 
flour arid establishet; stand.-ird." «iiit- 
able to the bakers, and convenient to 
the production of the mill.
